SPOT more inaccessible to man than the Poles 
A has been set as his goal by Dr. Auguste Piccard, 
Professor of Physics in the University of Brussels. 
Both Poles have been conquered, but no man as yet 
has risen more than eight miles above the earth’s 
surface. Captain Hawthorne C. Gray of the United 
States Army Air Service sacrificed his life in attain- 
ing the altitude of 42,470 feet in 1927, but his death 
cheated him of official acceptance of his balloon record. 

Dr. Piccard proposes to ascend to the height of 
52,000 feet to study the upper layer of atmosphere. 
He and his assistant will conduct their scientific 
observations from a hermetically sealed aluminum 
sphere seven feet in diameter and will be borne aloft 
by a huge balloon with a gas capacity of 18,000 cubic 
yards, the outfit as a whole being more than 150 feet 
high. 

The two men will wear parachutes and the gon- 
dola itself will be equipped with a parachute to prevent 
disaster should it fall. Dr. Piccard believes the alumi- 
num will be sufficient protection against ultraviolet 
rays in his Jules Verne undertaking, but expects the 
gamma rays to tan the faces and hands of himself 
and his assistant.
